IyaDverTExrcy, a footnote we had prepared 
for our earliest telegram of February 26th, 
annotlocing the masaacre at Nanchangfu, in 
Kiangsi, was mislaid and omitted. We 
hud intended to point out that while pub. 
lishing that telegram, wo could not counten- 
ance the careless suggestion in the words, 
“the magistrate either committed suicidy 
or was-attacked and, killed by the French 
priests.” It is always difficult to got straight. 
forward. evidence from the interior, and 
when it comes via Shanghai, it muat be 
expected to become’ further entangled. In 
this case, we suspect aimilar wickedness to 
that which. inspired. the. scandaloua 
story in connection with the “Lienchow 
massacre, A statement that French 
priests did kill this Chinese | ‘mayis- 
,-trate would not have appeared so trans- 
“parently malicious; it might be hearsay, it 
might be « mistake, it might even be true. 
But after careful contemplation of the moral 
aspect of this incident, we have no. donbt, 
which is the more’ vicious and wicked, a 
French priest. guilty of a Chinaman’s death, 
or the man (presumably also a teacher of 
men) who firét penned those words, “either 
committed suicide or was attacked ,and 
killed by the Fronch priests.” The very 
‘insolence of that, we think, betrays its 
origin. It is not certain, according to 
our message, that the Chinese magistrate 
was murdered at all; but if he was, 
the’ murder must have been. comwitted 
by the French priesta. That is what 
it says, and. obviously, that would be 
the remark of some person who did not 
love the French priests, Another account} 
says “a Roman Catholic” stabbed the 
magistrate.

From Mr. John Lambert, Lloyd’s agent at 
Hongkong, we bavo rocoived a copy of the 
Aonnal Summary of Shipbuilding at Home and 
Abroad for the year 1905.
